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Continuation of 3a. The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or searching, and therefore, it 
has not been entered. Specifically, independent claims 9, 12, and 17 have been amended to require preparing a nucleic acid 
corresponding to the 5' most end of an mRNA. This strucutral limitation has not been previously presented in the body of the claim, and 
therefore, the proposed amendment requires further search and consideration. Also, independent claims 9, 12, and 17 have been 
amended to require attaching a linker to the end corresponding to the 5' most end of the mRNA in the nucleic acid. This limitation has not 
been previously presented, and therefore, it requires further search and consideration. The recitation "corresponding to the 5' most end of 
the mRNA in the nucleic acid" also presents a new issue under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, since the phrase "of the mRNA in the 
nucleic acid" is confusing. Finally, the amendment to claim 24 presents a new issue under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, because the 
newly recited phrase "selected from the group comprising" is an improper Markush group whose members cannot be readily identified. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on June 1 9, 2009 are 
directed to the claims as amended. Since the amendment was not entered, these arguments are moot. Claims 9, 10, 12-17, 19-25, 57, 
and 58 remain rejected for the reasons set forth in the final rejection mailed on February 19, 2009. 
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
